Carnegie Grant Discloses 'Radio Astronomy' Project 


WASHINGTON. July 28 UP — A 
major new project in “ radio as­ 
tronomy,” a science with someday 
may allow navigation of airplanes, 
ships and even guided missiles by 
1 means of invisible “ stars,” is to 
I be launched in Australia, it was 
disclosed today. 
“ Radio astronomy” is the com­ 
paratively new art of detecting and 
.studying celestial objects, including 
some that cannot be seen even 
with the most powerful telescopes, 
bv means of radiowaves they emit. 
Disclosure of the Australian ef­ 
fort—erection of a giant radar an­ 
tenna to “ tune in” on known radio 
sources in space and perhaps find 
entirely new ones 
was made in 
an announcement by the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington 
< C IW '. 


President Vannevar Bush of CIW 
said that the Carnegie Corp. of 
New York had awarded a $250,000 
grant to the Commonwealth Scien­ 
tific and 
Industrial Organization

the huge “ radio eye." 
It will br a parabolic or bowl­ 
shaped antenna.

H- Bomb Threat 
Poses Problem 


There was a time when the thinking among top 
civ il defense officials was that a great proportion of 
the civ ilian population of our large cities could be 
sav ed from sudden death, or ev en a lingering death 
by radiation, through “ duck and cov er tactics.’’ The 
ex perience of Hiroshima clearly showed that there 
were way s to cheat death, ev en if a per.son were 
caught close to the core of the atomic ex plosion, or 
“ ground zero” as it is called. 
With the adv ent of the hy drogen bomb, the 
defense planners quickly disabused themselv es of this 
ty pe of thinking. 
Right now, the CD hierarchy and the National 
Security Council are facing the awful equation of 
surv iv al posed by the H-bomb. The answer, as phrased 
by Val Peterson, the federal CD administrator, comes 
down to this: Dig, get out—or die. 
The digging process, which entails creating great 
underground cav erns 100 feet or more below ground 
is too ex pensiv e and takes too long to accomplish, so 
the prospect of ev acuating the millions of people 
liv ing and working in the populous East, and around 
the fringes of the larger American cities, must be 
faced. 
“ We are working on it,” Mr. Peter.son say s, and 
he submits figures to show how Spokane, Houston, 
and Mobile hav e tried ev acuation of groups of v arious 
sizes, and the result is nothing to be optimistic about. 
The city of Milwaukee is to become a pilot city for 
ev acuation in the near future, with some 8 00.000 
people taking part. The key , of course, is the time 
which would elapse between the alert and the actual 
bombing. At present, heartland cities might hav e as 
much as an hour and a half warning. In the North­ 
east, the upper Midwest, and on the West Coast, the 
best which can be ex pected is 15 minutes to a half 
hour. The capability for making the attack is there, 
and it might come today , nex t week, or nex t month. 
The encouraging factors of the top lev el estimates 
are that the warning sy stem is being steadily im­ 
prov ed, and .so is the interception sy stem. These arc 
military responsibilities, and the most staggering 
problem of all, that of teaching people to “ get out.” 
is just being attacked. 
Other problems, national, 
municipal, and personal, appear miniscule alongside 
this need for preparation for surv iv al. But for the 
first time the public is being told the scope of the 
problem.

Molotov's Last Stand 


Thursday Morning, July 29, 1954 
^ H-Bomb Threat1 
Poses Problem 


There was a time when the thinking among top 
civil defense officials was that a great proportion of 
the civilian population of our large cities could be 
saved from sudden death, or even a lingering death 
by radiation, through “duck and cover tactics.” The 
experience of Hiroshima clearly showed that there 
were ways to cheat death, even if a person were 
caught close to the core of the atomic explosion, or 
“ground zero” as it is called. 
With the advent of the hydrogen bomb, the 
defense planners quickly disabused themselves of this 
type of thinking. 
Right now, the CD hierarchy and the National 
Security Council are facing the awful equation of 
survival posed by the H-bomb. The answer, as phrased 
by Val Peterson, the federal CD administrator, comes 
down to this: Dig, get out—or die. 
The digging process, which entails creating great 
underground caverns IOO feet or more below ground 
Is too expensive and takes too long to accomplish, so 
the prospect of evacuating the millions of people 
living and working in the populous East, and around 
the fringes of the larger American cities, must be 
faced. 
“We are working on it,” Mr. Peterson says, and 
he submits figures to show how Spokane, Houston, 
and Mobile have tried evacuation of groups of various 
sizes, and the result is nothing to be optimistic about. 
The city of Milwaukee is to become a pilot city for 
evacuation in the near future, with some 800.000 
people taking part. The key, of course, is the time 
which would elapse between the alert and the actual 
bombing. At present, heartland cities might have as 
much as an hour and a half warning. In the North­ 
east, the upper Midwest, and on the West Coast, the 
best which can be expected is 15 minutes to a half 
hour. The capability for making the attack is there, 
and it might come today, next week, or next month. 
The encouraging factors of the top level estimates 
are that the warning system is being steadily im­ 
proved, and so is the interception system. These are 
military responsibilities, and the 
most staggering 
problem of all, that of teaching people to “get out,” 
is just being attacked. 
Other problems, national, 
municipal, and personal, appear miniscule alongside 
this need for preparation for survival. But for the 
first time the public is being told the scope of the 
problem.

expelled from the CIO for being just that. In this mining 
center, the unskilled workers are completely dominated 
by this union. 


It was In the environs of Silver City that the 
motion picture. “Salt of the Earth.'’ was filmed, pro­ 
duced and directed by some who were affiliated with 
the Hollywood Ten. 
They could not work in Holly­ 
wood; ao they established themselves in Sliver City 
which annoyed the local chamber of commerce no end. 


It so happens that more than 95 per cent of the 
unskilled labor in the Silver City mining industry are of 
Mexican descent. The Communists in the union and amohg 
the motion picture folks devoted themselves unceasingly 
to the jolly business of stirring up racial discontent. 
A 
quiet town suddenly found itself embroiled in much 
unpleasantness. 
This year, the cham ber of com m erce, whose m anager, 
Harold Welsh, used to be the editor of the “ Silver City 
E nterprise,” advocated that the Fourth of July would be 
an excellent tim e for a city-wide reaffirm ation of their 
belief in dem ocracy. 
A com m ittee was appointed which 
Included interesting personalities, such as Greg Mesa, 
local president of the League of United Latin American 
Citizens, and Morris Rudick. local theater m anager who 
refused to let the “ Salt of the E a rth ” producers use his 
theater. 


The event united the town. 
Among the speakers 
were Roy Brewer, the Hollywood labor leader and 
president of the Motion Picture Alliance; Archbishop 
Edwin V. Byrne of Santa Fe; and Pedro Gonzales- 
G o n z a l e s , representing the Screen Actors Guild. Forty- 
three organizations joined in the parade, which had 
eight marshals, seven of whom were of Mexican 
nationality.

“ Hollywood and Silver City have something in com­ 
mon today because we have both been victimized by the 
Am erican Communist party.

Johnson Concerned About His Future 


Leadership Of Democrats In Senate 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson, overwhelmingly renom in­ 
ated in Texas last week, has put 
himself in the paradoxical posi­ 
tion of quietly going round among 
his Sedate colleagues getting pro­ 
mises that they will vote for him 
as Senate leader next year. 
On the surface this would seem 
strange indeed. But to insiders who 
watched the strained relations be­ 
tween the handsome Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader and the Democratic 
senators he is supposed to lead. it 
was not strange at all. 
Here is the inside story of what 
happened. 
After Senator Sparkm an of Ala­ 
bam a, vice presidential nominee 
in 1952 and one of the recognized 
national leaders of the Democratic 
party, indirectly complained on the 
Senate 
floor 
a b o u t 
Johnson's 
minus-quantity 
leadership 
last 
week, Lyndon was livid, f i r s t he 
went over to S parkm an's desk and 
rem onstrated. Sparkm an, how'ever, 
didn’t budge an inch. 
He 
had 
stated 
publicly 
that 
Knowland had failed to consult 
with the D em ocrats who were real­ 
ly leading the Senate and he m eant 
it. Johnson had been sitting on the 
sidelines and refusing to cooperate 
in the debate on a bill which will

and 
power plants in future generations. 
Failing 
to 
budge 
Sparkm an, 
Johnson then tried to get the Sen­ 
ate floor to defend his leadership. 
But Senator Humphrey of Minne­ 
sota refused to yield. 
“ I am not going to yield for an 
attack on those who have been 
carrying on this fight,” he told 
Johnson.

Renewal Of Tension In Far East Should Be Warning 


WASHINGTON 
The sudden renewal of tension 
in the F ar E ast ought to serve as 
a warning. If the warning is taken, 
which it probably will not be, the 
country will begin to object to the 
high percentage of fraud in our 
foreign 
and 
defense 
policy­ 
making. 
High officials are not knowingly 
Wing to the country about the na­ 
tional situation, as they did in the 
period of the Truman-Louis John­ 
son disarm am ent that led to the 
Korean War. All the same, the 
country is being outrageously b am ­ 
boozled about the national situa­ 
tion. 
So far as one can judge, the lead­ 
ers of this adm inistration are b am ­ 
boozling th* country because thev 
have achieved a happy state of 
self-bamboozlement. They do not 
w ant to believe that efforts m ust 
be made, money m ust be spent 
and risks m ust be run. By a kind 
of official Coueism, m ade possible 
by concealing all the basic facts 
from 
the country, 
m ost of the 
policy-makers have ended by con­ 
cealing the basic facts from them ­ 
selves. 
The main point about which the 
great men of the National Security 
Council have so wonderfully b am ­ 
boozled themselves is their own in­ 
evitable reaction to a time of total 
peril. 
Two events of the last 12 months 
insure that the tim e of total peril 
for America is now not very far 
away. The Soviet hydrogen bomb 
and the new Soviet long range jet 
bom bers 
radically 
change 
the 
whole picture. The danger to this 
country is no longer to be calcu­ 
lated in term s of a slowly ac­ 
cum ulating Soviet atomic stock­ 
pile. and a Soviet Strategic Air 
Arm y equipped wuth slow, rath er 
short-range TU-4s.

Delegation Waits 
Late next day, when Democrats 
heard what Lyndon was up to, it 
was decided to send a delegation to 
see him. So five Democrats ap­ 
proached Johnson on the Senate 
floor—Hill of Alabama. Anderson 
of New Mexico, a form er m em ber 
of the cabinet; Stennis of Mississ­ 
ippi, Gore of Tennessee and Ja ck ­ 
son of Washington.

They did 
so. He was courteous but cool. Hill 
then started to argue against John­ 
son’s proposed statem ent against 
his fellow D em ocrats which they 
said merely played into Knowland's 
hands. 
“ Y’ou would be surprised.” re­ 
m arked Johnson, “ at some of your 
Southern colleagues who plan to 
vote for cloture.” 
The five senators were certain 
this was not so, that no Southern 
senators would vote to cut off de­ 
bate. ‘In the end only one—Hol­ 
land of Florida—did.) But before 
they could argue much, Mrs. Lyn­ 
don Johnson brought a note in to 
her husband. He read it and said 
he would have to go back to the 
Senate floor at once. Johnson did 
not explain what the note said. 
but

colleagues 
suspected 
it 
cam e from COP Leader Knowland. 
For 
Johnson 
imm ediately 
de­ 
livered a speech, aimed at break­ 
ing the record atom filibuster which 
Knowland had battled so hard to 
defeat. 


Plaudits For Lyndon 
Shortly after that 
a 
p e c u lia r 
thing happened. As Johnson took 
his seat in the front row. Senator 
Coldwater of Arizona, great friend 
of Senator McCarthy, got up and 
read a speech praising Johnson 
and his renomination in Texas. 
Coldwater had his speech written 
out. It was not a spur-of-the-mo­ 
m ent burst of enthusiasm. 
Then 
Knowland 
followed 
w’ith 
another tribute to Johnson. 
His 
eloquence m ade them appear bud­ 
dies. not opponents. Then Cordon 
of 
Oregon, 
another 
Republican, 
paid tribute. Then all Republicans 
on the floor rose and applauded, 
following which they walked over 
to Johnson to congratulate him. 
Finally, Sm athers of Florida rose 
and reminded the Republicans that 
this was a D em ocratic victory, not 


a Republican one. and pointed to 
a Democratic trend. 
E m barrassed 
at 
the

of 
Democratic congratulations. John­ 
son walked over to the last seat 
near the door w'hich senators h a v e 
to pass as they exit. There he 
m ade it a point of shaking hands 
with Democratic senators as they 
departed. 
That's why the versatile Lyndon 
is already corralling votes for fear 
he 
won't be 
Democratic leader 
when the Senate comes back in 
January. 
Vote On McCarthy 
Many readers have asked this 
newsm an for predictions on how 
individual senators will vote on 
Senator McCarthy when the F lan­ 
ders resolution of censure com es 
up this week. In brief, it can be 
reported that McCarthy will get 
the hard core of about 19 consist­ 
ent supporters, most of them Re­ 
publicans.

The balance of the Senate large­ 
ly hangs in the balance and will be

prostatic cancer but is of no value 
in diagnosing other malignancies.

Ireland (pop. 4.000,000* has con­ 
ducted a searching study of its 
“ complex and disturbing'* popula­ 
tion problems. 
Findings:

the population of most other coun­ 
tries has increased, the population 
of Ireland, which is now only half 
of what it was IOO years ago, has 
rem ained 
stable 
over 
the 
past 
three decades. 
“ The m arriage rate in Ireland 
is one of the lowest in the world 
and about a quarter of the popula­ 
tion never m arry at all—a propor­ 
tion which is far higher than that 
for any other country. 
“ Yet Ireland, which has a rela­ 
tively 
small 
stable 
population, 
maintains an em igration rate com­ 
parable 
to 
that 
of 
such 
over- 
populated countries as Italy.” 
The study shows that the popula­ 
tion decline began with the “ G reat 
F am in e ” of 1846-47. A further de­ 
cline em erged from the crop fail­ 
ure in 1879-80, The loss of popula­ 


tion between 1911 and 1926, th# 
study decided, was “ probably due 
to the First World War and tha 
political changes of the 1920's.’* 
The 
Irish 
population 
has 
not 
changed since 1926, 
The Irish census of 1940 showed 
that the number of persons of Irish 
origin (born in Ireland or with at 
least one parent born in Ireland) 
in the United States was 2.788,187. 
Most of these had lived in the rural 
sections of Ireland, but 90 per cent 
of them lived in U. S. Urban cen­ 
ters. The great loss of population 
in Ireland has been in the rural 
areas. 


My friend Rex Smith of Ameri­ 
can Airlines was not im pressed by 
the gripe from a Miami com m er­ 
cial airline pilot printed here th# 
other day. He writes: 
“The recent pilot dispute con­ 
cerned only nonstop pilots. We re­ 
peat: They fly 85 hours a month. 
They work IO days and they have 
20 days off. Our nonstop pilots 
average 22 hours between each leg 
of their flights . . .
